The purpose in holding these sessions in the respec- 
tive communities is to afford the people ample opportunity to ask questions 
concerning government proceedings and to learn of the improvements in the 
state which the government has, and is, making. 


Governor Combs, accompanied by twelve state officials, had a twofold 
purpose in bringing the government to Louisville on Friday, January ll. 
First, it gave him the opportunity to inspect our school facilities, Second, 
it furnished more opportunity for interested citizens to ask him their 
particular questions. 


Two visitors from the city who came in the morning were Mr. Bruce Blythe, 
Republican representative of the thirty-sixth district (where our school is 
located), and former Mayor Andrew Broaddus, a personal friend. 


Governor Cembs spent most of the morning touring the buildings and class- 
rooms, conducting government business by telephone, and meeting the students, 
Our Student Council members acted as guides. 


With respect to the possibility of our getting a new school building 
soon, the Governor promised an academic building (twenty-eight classrooms, 
an industrial arts department, and six booths for music students) before 
cold weather in the fall of 1963, This three-story building wiil be con- 
structed slightly west, and in front of, the present administration and 
academic building. 


All of the students thoroughly enjoyed meeting and talking with you, 
Governor Combs, and we hope that you come back again in the very near future.

He also received the Jules Verne Award upon 
graduation, Haiti is a French-speaking country. The one-year appointment 
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was made under the auspices of the American Foundation for Overseas Blind, 
in New York.

Dear Mr. Howser, 


My first reason for writing is to tell you that I have a student here 
who is interested in corresponding in English with any students who may wish 
to get letters from him. I realize that the Christmas holidays are nearly 
upon us, and perhaps with all the preparations for Christmas programs and 
other activities, it may be impossible to work such an arrangement out before 
classes resume in January. By that time, my pupil will be familiar enough 
with English in general and Grade II in particulier so that he can express 
most anything he wishes. His name is Lucien Prophete and he is seventeen 
years old. Everything American is fascinating to him, and it will help some 
of the students at K.S.B. learn a little practical information about the 
Caribbean area while helping a Haitian learn English. Also, by January I 
hope to have two others who will qualify to participate in such a program, 


Secondly, I suppose you're probably wondering what I'm doing in Porte 
auePrince, Haiti, As a matter of fact, it took me quite a while to get used 
to the idea that I actualiy had a job with its responsibilities, advantages, 
and disadvantages, The disadvantages are slight, and I don't really mind 
them, Mr, Langan suggested to me last summer that there might be an opening 
at St. Vincent's School for Handicapped Children, if I was in good health 
and wouldn't have any objections to working with colored children, Also, a 
retired stockbroker arranged to help me get settled down here. He is a vol- 
unteer teacher at the school during part of the year, He expects to come 
down here for the winter term, On October 10, I took my passport and a few 
other possessions with me to New York where Mr, Langan and my sponsor, 

Mr, Mitchell, briefed me on the assignment, Mr. Mitchell and I flew down 
here on the 12th, and Sister Joan, the directress of the school, met us at 
the airport. The flight was a partial disappointment to me, as I had a cold 
that day, and the depressurizaticn gave me a rather severe eyeache, This 
was the first time in my life I ever remember having had an eyeachee The 
flight was also crowded. We came here by way of Nassau and Montigo Bay, 
Jamaica, It's a rownd-about way, and takes nearly eight hours, counting the 
three hours of waiting in the various airports, I was glad to get here, 
aches and pains notwithstanding. 


This is quite a country! The temperature never goes far below seventy 


degrees, and not much above ninety. In the mountainous areas, however, I 
understand that blankets are necessary at night, When I arrived, it was

extremely hot; but the heat has let up somewhat, or maybe I'm just getting 
used to it. All the teachers seem to think my work is satisfactory, At 
K.S.B, I certainly was not the most tactful person, but according to Sister 
Joan (and she wrote this to Mr, Langan) I seem to be a regular diplomat, I 
don't mean to sound too boastful. As far as I know now, this assignment will 
last until the end of the school year, which means the first of July. I came 
down here with the understanding that it would be on a three-months! trial 
basis, but with Sister Joan's recommendation, it looks as though I'11 stay 
the whole year. I came here also with the understanding that I wouldn't get 
home for Christmas, but Sister thinks I should go, if only because it would 
make my family feel better; therefore, I'm leaving here the 17th of December. 


St. Vincent's School has all kinds of handicapped children, placed in 
different departments. We have a total of about 550 students of which thirty- 
eight are in the Department of the Blind. Of these, I work with the five 
older ones who range in age from fifteen to twenty-four. The student of whom 
I spoke earlier is the only blind student carrying a regular secondary pro-~ 
gram. I would put him about on the tenth-grade level. I teach him biology 
in French, using an American text. Sometimes this takes some doing, especi- 
ally when nobody at the school knows some of the names of the animals in both 
languages. The chairman of the department studied at Perkins for two years, 

I believe, and speaks English quite well, He hopes to arrange with Mr, Mitchell 
to get a scholarship for Lucien to study in some school for the blind in the 
States. He mentioned the New York Institute. However, Mr. Mitchell is going 
to help work out the details if the opportunity presents itself, and if the 
student can qualify for a scholarship. Lucien knows this is a possibility, 

but has been told very plainly that it isn't definite, and that he must work 

to achieve it. 


Besides biology, I am teaching the French version of Grade II, a little 
music, and of course English, I have developed the feeling lately that I'm 
not doing enough, but Sister assures me that this is a common experience with 
all of us in this kind of work, She said, "You can either beat your head 
against the wall, or take things as they come. You must work out your own 
pace, since the program isn't organized in the efficient manner that an 
American program would be," I have finally decided that my best energies 
should be utilized to help these people make the most of the facilities they 
now have rather than trying to help revolutionize the system. Luckily, I 
hadn't tried to do the latter, but had considered it.

Again, I say that despite the disadvantages, I am pleased with the work 
here, and I hope I can help the school better organize its facilities and man- 
power in the Blind Department at least, Also, I hope that there may be a few 
students who may be interested in corresponding with a Haitian student.

There were five action games: nickel-tinkle, penny-pitch, dart-throw, 
square-shooter, and a cake wheel. If you chose the lucky number out of the 
sixty on the wheel, you got a home-made cake. The nickel-tinkle and square- 
shooter games were both invented by my dad, who was the carnival chairman, 
In the first, a nickel was tossed and if it tinkled one of the three bells 
placed in the front of the box, the thrower received a pen, pencil, record 
or other prize. The idea of the second game came to my father several weeks 
before the carnival, A dice one foot square was rolled by the player down 
a short runway. Five of the dice's sides contained sayings with the word 
"loser." The sixth side said, "I'm a square shooter." For rolling this 
side up, the player received cigarettes, records or an artificial feathered 
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bird. The cake wheel was the second most lucrative game besides the square- 
shooter, Although the fish pond leaked somewhat, many persons won tiny 
trinkets by catching a numbered fish. Pr 


Entertainment was provided at half-past each hour by the students. The 
combo and Linda Meadors were the entertainers. 


The general store, containing everything from decorated soap to plants 
and bird cages, was also well stocked with canned goods, bakery products, 
candies, rug samples and perfume from several department stores, 


The white elephant table contained slightly used or unwanted jewelry -- 
unwanted only by its owner -- and electric irons, radios and toys. Bargains 
in the general store and on the white elephant table were many, and the 
goods bought equaled or surpassed their price. 


Two novelties, the bird cage and the decorated soap, were new this 
year. Dad made the bird cages by using a plastic pole about, two feet long 
and an inch in diameter and winding strings of colorful flowers around it, 
Stuffed birds sat on perches glued to the pole. A plastic ring from twelve 
to sixteen inches in diameter surrounded the pole. The colors of flowers, 
birds and string were harmonious, and the whole creation would decorate any 
home, The soap was decorated to resemble a fish. A net material which 
covered an oval cake of soap was tied at one end with a ribbon to represent 
the fish's tail. Colored beads and sequins were pinned to the soap to form 
eyes and mouth, 


Hot dogs, soft drinks, potato chips and chili were sold at the refresh- 
ment counters all during the carnival. The seniors sponsored and managed 
the chili stand to raise money for our senior trip. 


The money realized from this effort -- the figures are not available to 
me now, but they certainly are above last year's total -- will be used for 
the brailling of textbooks not otherwise obtainable. 


I am sure that everyone who attended or worked at the carnival will 
agree that it could not have been bigger or better,

The best known of 
this latter group are the clinical thermometer and the insulin syringe with 
truse-set control.
